Investigations 
underway to build 
marina in Barry 


Concerns raised over £26m

SMALL boats and 
yachts could be sail¬ 
ing into Barry Dock 
after the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council 
and Associated 
British Ports (ABP) 
commissioned The 
Marine Group to 
investigate the pos¬ 
sibility of a marina 
at the site. 

The dock area, which 
is owned and operated 
by ABP currently allows 


cargo ships in and out 
of the dock and offers 
space for business, 
and is already home to 
Barry Community Water 
Activity Centre.

A ROAD which the Welsh 
Government spent £26 
million on has suffered 
flooding just weeks after 
opening. 

The new route of the A4226 
between the A48 and Barry was 
officially opened on October 15 to 
make it easier for motorists to get 
to and from Cardiff Airport. But 
the road - known locally as Five 
Mile Lane - was open a matter 
of weeks before parts of it were 
flooded when heavy rain hit the 
Vale of Glamorgan last weekend. 

The Local Democracy 
Reporting Service has been told 
up to a foot of standing water was 
on the road in some places, includ¬ 
ing the lay-by near the Welsh 


Hawking Centre. Campaigners 
are now criticising the design and 
drainage of the new road - with 
some locals dubbing the route 
“Five Mile Canal”. 

The council said the flooding 
affected the older parts of the road 
and occurred due to fly-tipping in 
the drainage system. 

Ian Perry, from St Nicholas 
with Bonvilston Community 
Council said the new Five Mile 
Lane was built on the cheap with 
many of the active travel routes 
having been downgraded. He said 
sections of the foot and cycle 
paths along the road have been 
either narrowed or shortened, or 
offer no protection from vehicles 
travelling up to 60mph. 

Mr Perry said: “They put saving 


money ahead of safety and the 
needs of the public. There are 
design faults all over the place. 
Every time it rains there are water 
issues. They knew about these 
problems before, because it had 
been reported. 

“They wanted to do it on the 
cheap.” 

The £25.8million route between 
Sycamore Cross and the A48, and 
the Weycock Cross roundabout 
in Barry was funded by Welsh 
Government and the design and 
construction was overseen by the 
Vale of Glamorgan Council.

W EEK 1, collection day is Monday, 
usually 7am, collection wasn’t made 
until Tuesday 11am. 

Week 2, collection made at 7.30am on Monday, 
seemed to be going well except a lot of recycling 
scattered over the road; guess who had to clean it 
up? 

Week 3, again collected at 7.30am but they decid¬ 
ed that two pieces of plastic were not for them, even 
though clearly marked as recyclable. So the way to 
get rid of these offending items was to throw them 
on the garden so they can blow away, adding to the 
litter already gathering in odd comers of the district. 

As I write this (Tuesday morning), the garden 
waste bags have still not been collected. Obviously 
the collectors cannot keep to their schedules, even 
though I am told that there are now two shifts work¬ 
ing from 6am-2pm and 2pm-10pm. 

What is the point of manufacturers producing new 
materials to try and resolve waste being placed in 
landfill, when our so-green council refuses to take 
them for recycling? 

Perhaps they will supply us all with the chemical 
structure of each type of plastic they will accept, 
along with a testing kit so we don’t make the mistake 
of putting in plastics clearly marked as recyclable in 
the plastics recycling bags. 

Perhaps the council would like to inform us how 
much landfill has been reduced by, when it has now 
refused to take brown wrapping paper, paper bags, 
cardboard drinks cartons, shredded paper.

Will taxpayers foot 
the bill for new 
Police centre? 

1 READ recently that the local authority had 
given their full backing to the South Wales 
Police new training and operations centre 
and that 650 extra people would be using the 
facility.

As much as most people in Bridgend would like 
to see more police officers in the area, there is no 
suggestion to say any more officers will be seen in 
the area.

It states that the new visitors and staff will be 
directed to use the new entrance at the rear of the 
existing Police HQ. Are the local authority and 
police aware of the existing problem of entering 
and exiting Bridgend Industrial Estate in the mor¬ 
ning and late afternoon, especially when using the 
entrance from the B4181 onto North Road of the 
estate? 

With regard to the new two storey gym, is this 
really a priority?

There 
are still delays at 
Weycock Cross

Cosmeston Park- 
and-Ride to be 
dropped 

T HE scheme for park-and-ride buses to 
Cardiff via the Barrage should long ago 
have been seen as a non-starter. 

Routing fast park-and-ride coaches through Pen- 
arth’s town centre along our narrow streets, half¬ 
full with parked cars could never work. Council 
consultants said airily ‘bus priority measures’; com¬ 
petent highways officers would have dismissed 
this pretence, but instead the council hired another 
consultant, Capita, to name possible routes to the 
Barrage, which anyone with local knowledge would 
say can’t work. 

NAT already run their 89 bus on much of the 
route; they have found many traffic delays and prob¬ 
lem comers, worse for their larger bus, so could say 
mnning large park-and-ride coaches is impossible. 

The Vale Council hired Capita to consider sus¬ 
tainable travel, but they have proposed little for 
cycling and nothing for walking. 

No-one denies the major need for safe walking 
and cycling routes between Penarth and Cogan. 

Windsor Road was designated an ‘active travel’ 
route, but is far substandard for safety, pollution and 
attractiveness. 


Capita just ignored this primary need, providing 
an excuse for the council to do likewise. What a 
shameful misuse of Welsh Government active travel 
grants. 

Capita also ignored the proposal to re-open the 
Cogan underpass for pedestrians and cyclists to 
bypass the dreadful Windsor junction. It is an active 
travel route to Pont-y-Werin and Penarth Haven 
generally, recognised as inadequate even when built 
by South Glamorgan County Council. 

Vale officers accepted re-opening the underpass 
is feasible, with the cooperation of Tesco store, but 
cramming maximum car parking on the old station 
yard is being given priority. 

To help with congestion problems in the 
Barry-Penarth corridor, park-and-ride sites need to 
be to the east of Barry. The local Friends of the Earth 
proposed one at a new Biglis (Ty Verlon) railway 
station. 

A bus park-and-ride could use ex-chemical indus¬ 
try land at Cadoxton. 

Councillors have at last knocked out the Cos¬ 
meston Park site, they should also knock out Cogan 
station.

Andrew Harston, ABP regional 
director, said: “We are delighted to be 
working with the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council on this project, which has 
the potential to establish Barry as a 
marina destination by making use of 
the former working dock. 

This could enable leisure and 
marina activities that will help to 
further stimulate tourism growth. 
The marina has the potential to com¬ 
plement other existing water-based 
activities at ABP’s Port of Barry and, 
if feasible, will further add to the 
significant investment and economic 
regeneration that has already proved 


successful at Barry Waterfront.” 

Barry Dock is steeped in history as 
there was a time when the town was the 
largest coal exporting port in Britain. 

Today, the regeneration of the 
waterfront has been transformative 
with a 2,000-home housing develop¬ 
ment moving towards its final stages. 

Construction has also begun on 
the £9 million Goods Shed devel¬ 
opment at the Innovation Quarter, 
which will include new restau¬ 
rants, workspace and housing. 

Consultations will take place in the 
next few months with key stakehold¬ 
ers around the site to help inform 
the business case, with the study 
to conclude at the end of the year. 


AN 115-year-old record has 
recently been donated to the 
Oxfam shop in Penarth. 

The record, on the Nicole record 
label is very rare as it was made 
from semi-unbreakable material 
which looks a bit like linoleum. It 
is in fact cardboard with a thin layer 
of celluloid. 

The record would have been made 
between 1903 and 1906 by Nicole 
Freres of Ely Place, Holbom Circus, 
London, who had been musical box 
manufacturers since 1815, so it was 
natural that they should branch out 
into records. 

An Oxfam shop spokesperson 
said: “The record at Oxfam is one 
sided and features Mr Wilfred Virgo 
(tenor) singing ‘Holy City’. The 
sound of these records was rather 
rumbly because of the material, 
although this would not have been 
much of an issue when played on 
acoustic gramophones of the period. 
These records had less durability 
than those made of the traditional 
shellac.” 


In 1906, Nicole Freres went into 
liquidation due to the failure of their 
main musical-box business. 

Caroline Mumford, the shop 
manager said: “We were delighted 
to find this donated with a pile 
of seven-inch vinyl records. We 
occasionally have shellac 78 records 
of this era, but have never had one 
that resembles vinyl. It has not been 
played since we found it, as we 
are frightened the record could be 
damaged! 

“While the record is compara¬ 
tively rare, it is not of massive value, 
but is all the same a very exciting 
find. 

“It’s fascinating to think who 
could have purchased the record 
all those years ago, how it has 
survived the 20th century and how 
it has made its way to Penarth. The 
shop is hoping that readers may 
help Amanda and Nigel, the music 
volunteers, to find out more about 
Wilfred Virgo who was a tenor 
and how the record can be safely 
cleaned and played. The record will 
be on display in the shop for two 



weeks before being sold with an asking price between 
£15-£20.” 

The Oxfam shop is continually in need of all dona¬ 
tions relating to music especially vinyl of all genres; 
7”, LPs and 78s. They also accept CDs, cassettes, sheet 
music, music books and musical instruments whether 
they are working or not. Anyone with music of any type 
that they would like to donate can drop it in to the shop 
at 8a Windsor Road. Large collections of vinyl can be 
picked up by arrangement.

TARMAC’S Aberthaw cement plant has 
supported and contributed to the instal¬ 
lation of the fifth defibrillator across the 
village of Rhoose. 

The lifesaving device has been installed at Rhoose 
Point as part of the Rhoose Defib group’s commit¬ 
ment to increase the number of defibrillators across 
the village. Tarmac provided the external all-weather 
casing for the public access defibrillator (PAD) and a 


unit to house a defibrillator at the Highwayman Inn. 
The defibrillator on Maes-y-Gwenyn is accessible 
24/7. Simon Webb of the Rhoose Defib group and 
ambulance service First Responder, said: “Anyone 
can use the device and there are clear instructions on 
how to attach the defibrillator pads. The pads assess 
the heart’s rhythm and will instruct and allow the 
user to deliver a shock if it is needed”.

Five Mile Lane turned into

Cllr Vincent Bailey, leader of the Conservatives 
on the Vale of Glamorgan Council said: “Having 
spent £26 million upgrading Five Mile Lane, it’s 
rather worrying that it seems to have become badly 
flooded at the first sign of heavy rain. It’s not as 
though this kind of weather is unusual in Wales, 
after all. 

“These improvements were made to boost safety 
and to improve connectivity, so the council and 
Welsh Government will be hoping that this isn’t a 
recurring problem with the way the road was built. 

“Otherwise it’s not going to provide much of an 
economic boost for the region if the new Five Mile 
Lane is forced to close every time it rains.” 

Welsh Government and Vale of Glamorgan 
Council said the new road will lead to shorter 
journey times and improve safety. 


The old Five Mile Lane was an accident black 
spot. 

Along with the new foot and cycleways, a bri¬ 
dleway and bridge have also been built to provide a 
crossing for horse riders. 

A Vale of Glamorgan Council spokesman said: 
“The flooding on Five Mile Lane affected the orig¬ 
inal road, not the new section and, while the level 
of rainfall last Saturday was a contributing factor, 
it occurred because the drainage system became 
blocked with fly-tipped material. 

“Further investigation work into the incident 
is under way and any improvements necessary to 
reduce the risk of flooding along this section of 
highway will be undertaken.” 

A Welsh Government spokesman said: “We are 
working with Vale of Glamorgan Council to find out 
why flooding occurred on sections on the road and 
have asked them for an urgent update.”

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Penarth nightclub to 
stay open later 


Scathing letter fired 
off to MP 


A PENARTH gin bar will be able to open 
an hour later at night despite protests 
from the council. 

Baroque, in Windsor Road, has been given per¬ 
mission by the council to open until 3.30am and sell 
alcohol 20 minutes before it closes. The venue will 
also have the right to hold other pre-arranged events 
until 4am 10 times per year. Shared Regulatory 
Services (SRS), the licensing authority for the Vale, 
had opposed the application due to concerns about 
noise but the Vale Council’s licensing sub-commit¬ 
tee agreed to extend Baroque’s licence following a 
hearing. Neither the police nor nearby residents had 
raised formal objections to the proposal. Baroque 
had applied to host boxing and wrestling, but later 
withdrew this request. SRS, in a statement to the 
committee, said: “As there are residential homes 
in the area with low background noise at night, the 
management of the premises, trading hours and 


conditions for trading should take this into account. 
Due to noise that has been witnessed from the 
pavements in front of and close to the club as well as 
in relation to music from the club, it is advised that 
the hours for regulated entertainment, the supply of 
alcohol and opening not be extended to prevent pub¬ 
lic nuisance.” Penarth Town Council also objected 
to the licence extension due to antisocial behaviour 
fears but Piers Wame, representing Baroque, argued 
it was a well-run venue and later opening times 
would mean customers would not all be leaving 
at the same time as people from St Fagans Castle 
opposite. He said: “This is a very well-managed 
venue that should be supported in terms of this 
application.” 

The committee granted the licence extension, on 
condition that Baroque does not let people enter the 
venue an hour before closing.

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Ex-MP quits cabinet amid 
rape trial row 




FORMER Vale MP Alun 
Cairns has quit his job 
as the government’s sec¬ 
retary of state for Wales 
over claims he knew about 
a former aide’s role in the 
‘sabotage’ of a rape trial. 

Mr Cairns denied knowing 
Conservative assembly candidate 
Ross England had made claims 
about the rape victim’s sexual 
history in an April 2018 trial. 

But reporters at BBC Wales 
discovered Mr Cairns was 
emailed about the situation in 
August 2018 - four months 
before Mr England was selected 
to contest the Vale of Glamorgan 
seat. 

Mr Caims, who was the cab¬ 
inet’s longest-serving minister 
having been appointed in 2016, 
previously said he only became 
aware of Mr England’s role in 
the trial’s collapse when the story 
broke last week. 

A statement from Mr Caims’ 
spokesman, sent to the Glamorgan 
GEM last week, said: “Mr Caims 
received no communication at 
any point from the court regard¬ 
ing this case.” 

Mr England was suspended as 
a Welsh assembly candidate last 
week. 

In his resignation letter, sent

to Prime Minister Boris Johnson 
on Wednesday, Mr Caims said: 
“You will be aware of allegations 
relating to the actions of a party 
employee and candidate for the 
Welsh assembly elections in the 
Vale of Glamorgan. 

“This is a very sensitive mat¬ 
ter, and in light of continued 
speculation, I write to tender my 
resignation as secretary of state 
for Wales. 

“I will co-operate in full 
with the investigation under the 
Ministerial Code which will now 
take place and I am confident I 
will be cleared of any breach of 
wrongdoing.” 

Mr England said he had given 
an “honest answer” while giving 
evidence at the rape trial of his 
friend James Hackett. 

He told the court he’d had a 
casual sexual relationship with 
the complainant - which she 
denied - despite the judge mak¬ 
ing it clear that evidence of the 
sexual history of the victim was 
inadmissible. 

Judge Stephen John Hopkins 
said to him: “Why did you say 
that? Are you completely stupid? 

“You have managed sin¬ 
gle-handed, and I have no doubt 
it was deliberate on your part, to 
sabotage this trial... get out of 
my court.” 



Hackett was convicted at a later 
trial. 

Paul Davies AM, leader of the 
Welsh Conservatives, said: “I am 
sorry to see Alun resign today as 
the Secretary of State for Wales 
however, under the circumstances 
this was the right decision for 
him. 

“Alun has rightly stated he 
will cooperate fully with any 
investigations. 

“I would like to thank Alun for 
his service to Wales as our sec¬ 
retary of state where he brought 
an end to the Severn Bridge tolls, 
which will leave a lasting legacy 
on the Welsh economy.” 

He added: “This case has been 
shocking and disturbing. My 
heart goes out to this individual 
and to all victims of rape and 
sexual assault. 

“I expect the highest stand¬ 
ards from Welsh Conservative 
Assembly candidates. This 
court case suggests that Ross 
England has fallen short of those 
standards.” 

It is understood Mr Caims will 
stand for re-election as the Vale of 
Glamorgan’s MP in December’s 
General Election. 

The GEM approached Mr 
Caims’ office for comment, but 
none was forthcoming at the time 
of going to press.

Commemorating 75 years since D-Day landings 


REMEMBRANCE 
Day and the Poppy 
Appeal are, of course, 
an opportunity to 
remember all those 
have have lost their 
lives in conflict. 

As a result of two 
World Wars, and so 
many other occasions 
when conflict has bro¬ 
ken out, the numbers 
involved are simply 
too big to take in. 

The GEM asked 
local historian, Dr 
Jonathan Hicks, to 
introduce a more per¬ 
sonal element, looking 
at the stories of two 
local men who served 
in World War Two. 

THIS year we commemo¬ 
rate the 75th anniversary 
of the D-Day landings, 
yet the remainder of the 
campaign to seize control 


of Normandy and push the 
Germans back, a bloody 
struggle that continued 
until the end of August, is 
often overlooked. 

This campaign, during which 
over 83,000 British, Canadian 
and Polish troops became casu¬ 
alties, of whom nearly 16,000 
paid the ultimate price, saw 
many acts of heroism - some 
witnessed and some, no doubt, 
lost in the mists of time. 

Here we pay tribute to two 
courageous Welsh soldiers. 

Sapper Alec Close from 
Barry {pictured right)h ad 
joined the Royal Engineers ear¬ 
lier in the war. After training, 
he was posted to the 73rd Field 
Company. In the first months of 
1944 they began their prepara¬ 
tions for the part they were to 
play in the D-Day landings. 

The German defences along 
the Normandy coast were 
known to be formidable, and 
Alec and his fellow engineers 
were tasked with clearing the 
way for the tanks and infantry 
of the British 50th Division. 
They were assigned to Gold 


Beach, the central of the five 
invasion beaches which cov¬ 
ered a sector that lay between 
the small ports of Arromanches 
to the west and La Riviere to 
the east. 

The village of Le Hamel 
sat in the middle of the sector. 
Opposing them were elements 
of the German 716 Division 
and 352 Division, including a 
mechanised unit at the nearby 
town of Bayeux which had 
been practising for a rapid 
counter-attack in the event 
of any beach landings. The 
Germans were dug into fortified 
houses along the coast, and 
in concrete bunkers and pill 
boxes. 

The landing time was set 
for 0725 - one hour after the 
American landings at Utah 
and Omaha beaches, owing to 
the direction of the tide which 
meant that high water was one 
hour later on the British beach. 

As it was, winds blew the 
sea water high up the beach 
onto the sea wall, leaving many 
of the obstacles the engineers 
were charged with destroying 



under water, and bringing the 
soldiers even closer to the 
intense German fire. 

Alec’s recommendation for 
the Military Medal describes 
his actions: 

‘On 6 June, 1944, Sapper 
Close was a member of a beach 
obstacle clearing party. His 
party landed close to Le Hamel 
sea wall at 0730 hours, and 
came under immediate intense 
fire from machine guns fired 
from strongpoints in the village. 

Separated from his comrades, 
many of whom were wounded, 
he proceeded to destroy the 
metal and concrete obstacles 
alone. ‘His great courage and 
initiative at this critical moment 
inspired confidence in his com¬ 
rades. He carried out his work 
coolly and rapidly until joined 
by another party.’ 

Alec was awarded the 
Military Medal on October 19, 
but he did not live to receive 
it. He was killed in further 
fighting 10 days later on June 
16, and is buried in Bayeux 
War Cemetery. 

He was 24 years of age.

TASKER 
Watkins was 
born in Nelson, 
Glamorgan in 
November 1918, 
and before the 
war he was 
a teacher in 
London. 

He joined the army 
as a private in the Duke 
of Cornwall’s Light 
Infantry in 1939 and 
was commissioned into 
the Welch Regiment in 
May 1941. 

As part of 53rd 
Division, he arrived 
in Normandy a few 
weeks after D-Day 
and took part in the 
Second Battle of the 
Odon and the Battle of 
the Falaise Gap, where 
German casualties were 
so numerous it was 
described as impossible 
to walk down one road 
without stepping on a 
body. 

During this latter 
battle, on August 16 
1944 Tasker was in 
command of a company 
of l/5th Battalion of the 
Welch Regiment. It had 
been ordered to attack 
German positions near 
the railway at Bafour, 
some five miles west of 


Falaise. 

The area was littered 
with ‘bocage’ - thick 
hedgerows with 
steep banks which 
divided one field from 
another. The open 
fields beyond were 
often booby-trapped. 
Tasker led his men 
through a hedgerow 
and was walking across 
one such field when 
German machine-gun 
fire opened up, as well 
as fire from an 88mm 
gun. 

Heavy casualties 
ensued and Tasker was 
soon the only officer 
left unwounded. Armed 
with a Sten gun, he 
charged two enemy 
machine-gun posts and 
killed or wounded the 
occupants. 

He then spotted an 
anti-tank gun manned 
by another German but 
at this critical juncture 
his Sten gun jammed. 
Throwing it at the 
German, he pulled out 
his pistol and shot him. 

By now he had only 
30 men left, but when 
they were counter-at¬ 
tacked by 50 more 
Germans he ordered 
a bayonet charge that 
drove the enemy back. 

Orders were sent to 


him to withdraw but these were 
never received as his radio had been 
destroyed. By now the light was fad¬ 
ing and darkness was approaching. 
The Germans were surrounding him 
and his men. 

Tasker decided to lead his men 
back to their battalion but as he 
did so, they were challenged by 
an enemy post at close range. He 
ordered his men to scatter and 
charged the post with a Bren gun, 
silencing it. 

He then succeeded in leading his 
men back to their own lines. For his 
immense courage that day he was 
awarded Britain’s highest military 
honour - the Victoria Cross. 

His citation read: ‘On 16 August 
1944 at Barfour, Normandy, France, 
Lieutenant Watkins’ company came 
under murderous machine-gun fire 
while advancing through com fields 
set with booby traps. The only officer 
left, Lieutenant Watkins led a bayo¬ 
net charge with his 30 remaining 


men against 50 enemy infantry, 
practically wiping them out. 

‘Finally, at dusk, separated from 
the rest of the battalion, he ordered 
his men to scatter and after he had 
personally charged and silenced an 
enemy machine-gun post, he brought 
them back to safety. His superb 
leadership not only saved his men, 
but decisively influenced the course 
of the battle.’ 

I once interviewed a Barry veteran 
who had served with Tasker and 
was with him on the day he won 
his VC. When I asked him what he 
thought of his officer, he paused for 
a moment and then replied, “He was 
a mad, brave bugger.” 

Tasker Watkins is pictured (right) 
with his wife and child, after receiv¬ 
ing his VC. 

Alec Close and Tasker Watkins 
were two incredibly courageous men 
who were prepared to risk their own 
lives for their fellow soldiers. 

We will remember them.

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Major re-jig of health service planned as 
current set-up deemed ‘not fit for purpose’ 


MAJOR changes are being 
planned in the way people 
in Cardiff and the Vale of 
Glamorgan access vital 
health services. 

More details have been revealed 
about the future services in the 
region’s main hospitals and health 
centres. 

There are plans to replace 
University Hospital of Wales 
in Cardiff with a new hospital, 
which will focus on emergency 
and complex surgery: but there 
are also plans to change the way 
University Hospital Llandough 
operates with more specialist 
surgeries. 

The health board is set to decide 
next month whether to move 
ear, nose and throat surgery to 
Llandough. 

It’s part of plans - outlined 
in the health board’s Strategic 
Clinical Services Plan - to move 
as many services as possible from 
hospitals into people’s homes or 
communities. 

This is what could lie ahead in 
a big shake up of health services 
across Cardiff and the Vale: 

New University Hospital of 
Wales 

The new hospital would be 
a 24/7, 365-day a year facility 
for emergency and complex or 


specialist surgery. 

The health board says “there 
will be immediate access to all 
essential diagnostic, critical care 
and specialist clinical services on 
a 24/7 basis for acutely unwell 
patients requiring an emergency 
admission or a complex, specialist 
or high risk elective procedure”. 

Services at the new hospital, 
which the health board hopes will 
open by 2030, would include the 
major trauma centre for south 
Wales, providing specialist care 
for the most life-threatening 
injuries. 

An emergency department 

for Cardiff and the Vale of 
Glamorgan 

Full 24/7 diagnostics - includ¬ 
ing imaging, interventional radi¬ 
ology, pathology laboratory ser¬ 
vices, radio-pharmacy, endoscopy 
and cardiac catheter laboratory 
services. 

All levels of critical care, 24/7 
emergency operating theatre, 
complex planned surgery includ¬ 
ing cancers, spinal, facial, vascu¬ 
lar, and robotic surgery. 

A consultant and midwifery-led 
birthing centre. 

Specialist services including 
cardiac and neurosurgery, blood 
and marrow transplant, renal sur¬ 
gery, nephrology and transplant, 
thrombectomy, advanced gene 


and cell therapies and All-Wales 
Genomics service. 

Noah’s Ark Children’s Hospital 
for Wales and all paediatric emer¬ 
gency, intensive care and inpatient 
services and all levels of neonatal 
intensive care. 

University Hospital 
Llandough 

The health board says 
Llandough hospital would be for 
“ill but stable patients”. 

Its services would include: 
assessment/short-term interven¬ 
tion; daytime imaging services 
- such as X-ray, ultrasound, CT, 
MRI; pathology/diagnostic day¬ 
time services. 

Routine endoscopy - screening, 
planned and follow up; emergency 
outpatient service for patients who 
become unwell and unstable and 
need a clinical assessment, diag¬ 
nostic investigation, or short-term 
clinical intervention service which 
is not provided by community 
services. 

Medicine/ mental health: inpa¬ 
tient and hospital-based mental 
health services as currently pro¬ 
vided; services to support step-up 
and step-down care for patients 
not well enough to be cared for 
in the community, but who do not 
require immediate or 24/7 access 
to critical care or specialist clinical 
services or who require intensive 


specialist rehabilitation. 

General rehabilitation and 
ongoing medical inpatient care 
- stepped down from UHW or 
local residents from other regional 
hospitals. 

Surgery: surgical centre of 
excellence for non-complex, 
planned, surgical care for high 
volume, low-risk short stay 
surgery. 

Specialist services: specialist 
neuro- and spinal rehabilitation 
services will transfer in 2023, 
and cystic fibrosis care will be 
delivered from new purpose built 
facilities. 

St David’s Hospital 

The health board says it wants 
to develop St David’s Hospital “as 
a centre of excellence for rehabili¬ 
tation, aimed at supporting people 
not quite ready to go home but 
who do not need to be in an acute 
hospital”. 

It says it’s already set up an 
additional rehabilitation ward 
there. 

Care at home 

The health board wants more 
people to access care services 
at home - either through e-ser¬ 
vices on new digital platforms or 
through new community teams 
to help them remain independent 
at home. 


Health and wellbeing 
centres 

The health board is planning 
to open three health and wellbe¬ 
ing centres; first in Cardiff Royal 
Infirmary, then at Barry Hospital, 
and another in north west Cardiff. 
The centres would provide ser¬ 
vices such as: rapid assessment of 
patients with specific conditions 
to reduce the need for emergency 
admissions; a range of point-of- 
care testing services and plain film 
X-rays; outpatient services; com¬ 
munity mental health teams and 
children’s services, and a range 
of health and social care services 
tailored to meet the specific needs 
of the local area. 

Wellbeing Hubs 

A network of smaller health 
centres, named ‘wellbeing hubs’, 
is being planned in Maelfa, Ely 
and Penarth to open by the end 
of 2021. 

Services would include: GP 
services, community midwifery, 
health visitors, primary mental 
health services and community 
children’s services. 

Why is the health board 
planning this? 

The population of Cardiff and 
the Vale is growing - with the 
number of children in the area 
expected to grow by 20% by 2029. 


There is also an increasing older 
population who need to support 
to manage one or a combination 
of chronic conditions, and the 
main causes for premature death 
in adults in the area are cancer 
and circulatory diseases, where 
people’s unhealthy lifestyles are 
a significant contributing factor. 

The health board believes: “It 
is clear that the current shape and 
way we provide services is not 
fit for purpose to meet the future 
demand. 

“To meet the changing needs of 
our population we need to change 
how our services are provided. 
Where possible our services will 
be delivered predominantly in 
patients’ homes or from facilities 
in the community. 

“Our hospital-based services 
need to be reshaped to support 
the future healthcare service needs 
of our local, regional, and ter¬ 
tiary population within modem 
and fit-for-purpose infrastructure. 
The ambition for the two major 
acute hospital sites in Cardiff and 
Vale UHB is to clearly define 
their future roles in ensuring that 
patients are admitted for the short¬ 
est time, for the provision of care 
that can only be delivered in a 
hospital environment.”

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Ty Hafan launches new appeal to 
fund major hospice refurbishment 


TY Hafan, the children’s char¬ 
ity and hospice in its 20th year 
of service, has launched a £1.5 
million ‘Fit For Future’ appeal 
for major refurbishment, and 
has unveiled the plans for the 
renovation project, beginning 
in the New Year. 

Focusing on making clinical adapta¬ 
tions to the hospice building in Sully, 
the plans involve upgrading the 10 
care bedrooms, eight family bedrooms, 
living and social areas plus the instal¬ 
lation of a wireless nurse call system 
and air conditioning in the children’s 
bedrooms. 

Ty Hafan’s CEO, Rob Jones, 
explains: “It was a ground-breaking 
moment when Ty Hafan opened its 
doors 20 years ago in 1999. Being 
used 365 days a year and providing 
essential around-the-clock care to over 
840 life-limited children and families 
in Wales, it’s no surprise that the 
building needs refurbishment.” 

Rob Jones is a ‘Ty Hafan dad’ and 
has been visiting the hospice for eight 
years with his daughter, Poppy and 
uses his first-hand experience to help 
steer the charity. 


“There have been significant 
advances in medicine and clinical 
technology over the last 20 years and 
we have worked tirelessly to stay on 
top of these changes, but the needs 
of the children and their families are 
becoming ever more complex,” said 
Mr Jones. 

“Life-limited children are living 
longer because of the expert care avail¬ 
able to them, so we need to keep pace 
with the changing world of healthcare 
and refurbish our equipment, facili¬ 
ties and overall environment to meet 
demands and continue providing the 
best possible care.” 

Phase one is due to commence in 
January 2020, undertaken by con¬ 
tractors Knox and Wells, and will 
prioritise refurbishing the living spaces 
and bedrooms - creating a therapeutic, 
purpose-led environment throughout. 
Phase two, which will begin later in 
2020, will focus on refurbishing other 
areas of the hospice like the ‘transition 
hub’ for service-users approaching 
graduation age (14-18) and the bath¬ 
rooms throughout. 

As well as providing a more bright 
and cheerful ‘beach hut’ theme 
throughout, architects CAPITA have 


paid particular attention to making 
essential clinical adaptations to the 
hospice. Key features include infec¬ 
tion-controlled flooring, providing 
more space for nurses to prepare 
medicine for children and ensuring 
facilities are as accessible as possible 
for children with complex conditions. 

Families cared for by Ty Hafan were 
also consulted in the planning stages: 
some of their views included giving 
the communal lounge and living areas 
a greater sense of privacy while retain¬ 
ing the approachable and welcoming 
aesthetic, and creating a more homely 
feel in the family bedrooms, all of 
which have been incorporated into 
the plans. 

Ty Hafan has already had a head 
start in its fundraising thanks to char¬ 
itable trusts, grants and the charity’s 
annual ball which, collectively, has 
taken their current total to just over 
£500,000; but the appeal requires a fur¬ 
ther £1 million to complete the refur¬ 
bishment. With the hospice relying on 
charitable donations alone, Ty Hafan 
needed to launch ‘Fit For Future’, 
which has already garnered the support 
of Gavin and Stacey star Ruth Jones, a 
big advocate of the charity. 


The appeal will run for six months, 
over Christmas and into the New Year 
to help fund the entire project. This 
is in addition to the £4.4 million the 
charity requires annually to continue 
providing the care to life-limited chil¬ 
dren and their families, at the hospice 
and out in the community. 

Mr Jones explains: “The people 
of Wales came together to build Ty 
Hafan, the first children’s hospice in 
Wales, back in 1999 and raised £lmil- 
lion without any government funding. 
We’re asking people in Wales to come 
together again for Ty Hafan, 20 years 
later. 

“Ty Hafan still doesn’t receive any 
direct government funding, so any 
donation, no matter how big or small, 
will be crucial to help us futureproof 
the hospice and be ready for the next 
generation of life-limited children and 
their families in Wales.”

IN November, 
the Milky Way is 
almost, but not quite 
overhead, writes 
Dave Powell of 
Barry Astronomical 
Society. 

From a dark site, it 
can be traced rising from 
the western horizon, 
overhead and dropping 
down to the eastern 
horizon. 

Towards the west, 
you can see the major 
constellations of sum¬ 
mer slipping ever closer 
towards the horizon and 
it is a last chance to spot 
the summer triangle of 
Deneb, (Cygnus), Altair, 
(Aquila), and Vega, 
(Lyra). 

Above your head, 
amongst the stars 
of the Milky Way, is 
Cassiopeia with its 
famous ‘W’ shape. 

Below Cassiopeia, 
about half-way towards 
the southern horizon, 
is the great square of 
Pegasus. 

If you are observing 
from a dark site, using 
the naked eye, count 
how many stars you can 
see within the co nfi nes 
of the square. 

From the top left-hand 
comer of the square is 


Andromeda, and all you 
will need is a pair of 
binoculars to find the 
spiral Galaxy M31 (see 
last month’s column for 
directions). 

To the left of 
Cassiopeia is Perseus, 
and further down 
towards the eastern 
horizon, the signs of 
approaching winter 
herald the constellations 
of Taums, Gemini, and 
mighty Orion. 

All three will be vying 
for attention next month. 

On the evening of 
November 15, watch 
the Moon occult a bright 
star in Gemini. 

You will need binoc¬ 
ulars to see it disappear 
as the Moon will be very 
bright; start to look from 
9.45pm. Think of the 
Moon as a clock face 
and concentrate on the 
10 o’clock position. 
The star will disappear 
at approximately 10pm 
and reappear at approxi¬ 
mately 10.05pm near the 
12 o’clock position. 

The time between the 
start and end is very 
short. From some parts 
of the UK, no occulta- 
tion will take place. 

The same thing 
happens to another star 
in the early hours of 


November 16. 

This time, watch the 
9 o’clock position at 
approximately 1.15 am 
and the 3 o’clock 
position at approxi¬ 
mately 2.35am to see it 
reappear. 

As the Moon has no 
atmosphere of its own, 
the stars will appear to 
snap out and reappear 
the same way in a split 
second, so once you see 
the Moon, get really 
close and don’t look 
away, because if you 
blink, you’ll miss it! 

You can also use the 
Moon to catch sight of 
the planets. 

On November 1, 
it lies between Jupiter 
and Saturn, then on the 
following evening it lies 
to the left of Saturn. 

To view this, look 
early in the evening 
twilight. 

Another special event 
takes place this month 
involving the Sun and a 
planet, but it will need 
special equipment, so 
keep an eye on our web¬ 
site for further details;

Welsh Agriculture takes aim 
at ‘unbalanced coverage’ of 
meat-free lifestyles 


A BODY repre¬ 
senting Welsh 
lamb, beef and 
pork producers 
has called for a 
more balanced 
debate around 
the issue of diet 
choices in the 
media. 

Hybu Cig Cymru 
Meat Promotion Wales 
(HCC) - has emphasised 
that consumers can make 
more informed choices 
on how to reduce their 
carbon footprint by 
being aware of how 
and where their food is 
produced, rather than 
cutting whole groups of 
food from their diet. 

The red meat body 
pointed to research 
which shows that meat 
reared in non-intensive 
production systems such 
as those in Wales are far 
more sustainable options 
than often-cited global 
averages would suggest. 

“We respect the fact 
that people make their 
own dietary decisions 
for a range of personal 
reasons,” said HCC’s 
chief executive Gwyn 
Howells. 

“However, it’s vital 
that the media doesn’t 
distort the debate, and 


helps people to make 
informed choices.” 

He added: “According 
to an opinion poll com¬ 
missioned for HCC 
earlier this year, on 
average the UK public 
now think that 16.6% of 
the population is vegan, 
following the huge 
coverage given to diets 
free of meat and dairy. 
However the real figure 
is much lower, with the 
Vegan Society saying 
that just 1.16% of UK 
adults don’t eat animal 
products.” 

Mr Howells empha¬ 
sised the huge differ¬ 
ences in meat produc¬ 
tion systems across the 
world, and criticised the 
use of global averages 
to describe the envi¬ 
ronmental impact of 
livestock. 

“Unfortunately, lead¬ 
ing broadcasters have 
promoted online ‘carbon 
calculators’ which claim 
to measure the impact of 
your diet on the planet, 
without making any 
allowance for where you 
source your meat. 

“Welsh lamb and 
beef is overwhelmingly 
reared in non-intensive 
ways and fed on natural 
grass. It’s a world away 
from systems abroad 
which often have a much 


more destructive envi¬ 
ronmental impact. 

“In terms of water 
resources, for instance, 
the media and campaign 
groups sometimes say 
that it takes 15,000 litres 
to produce a kilo of beef, 
whereas research into 
sustainable grass-based 
production systems say 
the figure can be as little 
as 221 litres, which is 
lower than many plant- 
based foods.” 

To counter misleading 
coverage, HCC is featur¬ 
ing the authentic voices 
of Welsh farmers in its 
marketing campaigns 
- many of whom are 
employing world-lead¬ 
ing practices to capture 
carbon in their soils and 
reduce inputs such as 
fertilisers. 

Gwyn Howells said: 
“Consumers should 
look at the reality of the 
situation. They can be 
confident in enjoying 
sustainable and nutri¬ 
tious lamb and beef 
reared in Wales.”

LOCAL historian Laurie Owen has always been fascinated by 
the infrastructure and logistical problems that were encoun¬ 
tered during the period 1884 to 1905, when Barry grew from 
a small village to a large town, driven by the construction 
of Barry Docks. In this extract, he looks at communication, 
through Post Offices, Telegraph and Telephones: 



THE ‘Barry Dock 
Bill’ was finally 
given Royal Assent 
in August 1884 and 
the leading col¬ 
liery owners of the 
Rhondda, Ogmore 
and Llynfi Valleys 
could now begin 
their ambitious 
project. 

Just three months later, 
Chairman Lord Windsor 
cut the first sod to signal 
that work on the Docks 
could begin. Illustrious 
contractor TA Walker, 
brought 3,000 navvies 
to work day and night 
on this enormous task, 
which would affect 
the lives of people in 
Cadoxton, Merthyr 
Dovan and East Barry. 

At the same time, 
construction began on 
the railway main line 
between Cadoxton and 
Trehafod, giving the 
company another route 
to transport their steam 
coal, for shipping all over 
the world. 

The first Medical 
Officer of Health, 
Dr. George Neale 
LRCP(Edin), 
LRCS(Edin), recorded 
how the population had 
grown in just four years, 
from 500 to 10,000 by 
January 1889. When the 
Docks opened in July, 
seamen from all over 
the world added to that 
number. 

1890 was the 50th 
anniversary of the 
introduction of ‘Penny 
Postage’ and it was still 
possible to send a loz 
letter anywhere in the 
country for Id, with a 
4oz costing 2d. 

Prior to the Docks 
being built, James 
Evans ran a shop and 
post office from ‘Hillside 
House’ near the ‘King 
William the Fourth’ inn 
at Cadoxton. James and 
wife Maria had been gro¬ 
cers there for more than 
30 years, but the first 
‘listing’ as a post office 
was in the 1881 census, 
then just 10 years later 
they were only recorded 
as grocers, probably due 
to the new PO in Vere 
Street. 

Joshua Bar stow, a 
close neighbour at Hebble 
House, would later assert 
that the old village PO 
had been removed “with 
great stealth and no prior 
warning”. 

Letter writing was the 
only way for ordinary 
people to communicate 
with friends and families 
and post offices soon 
appeared in Cadoxton, 
Holton, Barry Dock and 


East Barry. With no sal¬ 
ary, just income by way 
of commission, it was 
vital to sell other things. 

The Barry Dock News 
reported how Cardiff PO 
were reluctant to allow 
enough offices, but over 
the next few years the 
increasing population 
demanded progress. 

Widow Agnes Long 
had been postmistress at 
47 Vere Street for four 
years and in the 1891 
census, Walter Taylor 
was the young postman. 
Albert John Went, aged 
14, was also registered 
to carry and deliver 
letters and parcels. 
Agnes died two years 
later after a long illness, 
but Levi Molineux had 
been advertising his 
PO in Vere Street since 
November 1889, as 
well as a new branch in 
Holton Road. 

Listed in the census 
next to the Victoria Hotel, 
it served the Glebeland 
and Williams’ Field 
area 7am-8pm weekdays 
and 7.30am-10.30am 
on Sundays. Levi was a 
shoe merchant and offi¬ 
cial receiver for the PO, 
before resigning in July 
1893 to be replaced by 
stationer George James 
Hutchins. Five years later 
this PO was renamed 
‘Holton, Barry’ and was 
likely at either No 35 
or 39. 

East Barry had a PO 
at 105 High Street from 
1889 and the census 
listed Frederick C Milner 
as postmaster, remaining 
there for at least 20 years. 

In October 1890, the 
new branch PO in Dock 
View Road opened from 
7am-8pm weekdays 
and 7.30-10.30am on 
Sundays. Close to the 
dock entrance, it offered 
money orders, savings 
bank and a telegraph/ 
telephone exchange for 
businesses. Two years 
later it was extended into 
the next door premises of 
the National Provincial 
Bank. 

Vale Street PO opened 
at No 2 in November 
1892, just off Park 
Crescent. John Davies 
and wife A nn , traded 
from 8am-8pm on week¬ 
days with the post-box 
emptied seven times a 
day. 

Money orders, sav¬ 
ings bank, parcel post, 
insurance and annuities 
were available, as well as 
groceries. 

After Ann’s death in 
1909, John relocated to 
12 Park Crescent then 
later to 13, before it 
crossed the road to No 
113, where it remained 


until its demise some 
years ago. 

Pyke Street PO opened 
in May 1893 at the sta¬ 
tioner’s shop of David 
Jones, on the corner 
of Holton Road. Three 
years later it moved to 
new premises opposite, 
either No. 222 or 230 
Holton Road, with David 
Jones still postmaster. 

Barry Island PO 
opened in 1898 with 
postmaster E Richards, a 
stationer in Main Street. 
No address could be 
found, but attempts were 
made several years later, 
to have a pillar box at 
the Triangle - all turned 
down because of the low 
population. 

Barry Road PO opened 
in 1900 at 3 Barry Road, 
with Walter Townsend 
as newsagent/postmaster. 
Within two years he 
relinquished the position 
and Henry Burbidge 
took over at 50 Barry 
Road, on the comer of 
Chesterfield Street. 

In September 

1889, London Postal 
Headquarters announced 
that letters addressed 
to ‘Barry Dock Town, 
Cadoxton’ would be sent 
to Cadoxton but ‘Barry 
Dock Town’ would go 
to Barry. 

The previous month, 
Cardiff Post wanted 
mail to be addressed 
‘Cadoxton near Cardiff, 
while traders preferred 
‘Cadoxton Juxta Barry’. 

Was it any wonder 
confusion existed and 
mail could be delayed? 

An impatient reader 
of the Barry Dock News 
complained because 
there was only one 
daily collection, while 
another was disgusted 
that Cadoxton and Barry 
were totally closed to 
post from 6pm Saturday 
to 8am Monday. 

The service soon 
improved, with three 
daily deliveries and 
collections. Mail posted 
at Cadoxton before 
10.30am would be 
delivered to Birmingham 
the same day and soon 
letters would go by night 
mail direct to the North, 
Scotland and Ireland. 

Mail from the North 
would be due in Cardiff 
by 5.20am and in Barry 
by 5.50am, in time for the 
first morning delivery. 
Barry Railway could by 
now carry small parcels. 

Many seamen would 
often arrive and leave on 
the weekend, expecting 
to receive letters from 
home, with sufficient 
time to send their replies. 
Intense debate about a 
‘Sunday Post’ took place, 


to satisfy the needs of 
sailors yet preserve the 
sanctity of the Sabbath. 
Finally in February 
1891, it was announced 
that Barry and Cadoxton 
would receive one deliv¬ 
ery and collection on 
Sundays, with mail com¬ 
ing by road from Cardiff, 
there being no trains. 

District Postmaster 
George Fardo unveiled 
major changes later that 
year, by upgrading Barry 
Dock from a branch to 
the ‘Central Post Office’. 

All letters from East 
Barry, Holton and 
Cadoxton would go there 
to be sorted, then for¬ 
warded to ships. House- 
to-house deliveries were 
extended to farms fur- 
ther-out like Brynhill and 
Greenyard. 

Extra postmen would 
make collections at 
5.15am, 8.20am, 1.15pm 
and 4.15pm, with deliv¬ 
eries from Barry Dock at 
7am, 9.30am, 2pm and 
5pm. This meant, for 
example, that a local let¬ 
ter posted before 8.20am 
could be delivered after 
9.30am and a reply 
posted before 1.15pm 
would then be received 
after 2pm. 

Wall boxes down the 
Vale were located at East 
Aberthaw, Rhoose and 
Porthkerry, with pillar 
boxes in Travis Street 
emptied 11 times daily, 
Princes Street 8 daily and 
5 times at the Parade. 

The Postmaster 
General had announced 
plans to erect an ‘impres¬ 
sive and commodious’ 
Central PO on the comer 
of Thompson Street/ 
Dock View Road, as 
early as 1896. 

Two years later, it 
moved from its ‘pres¬ 
ent bungalow’ to new 


temporary premises in 
Dock View Road and 
over Christmas 1903, 
they dealt with 300,000 
letters and 7-8,000 
parcels. 

Possibly to pacify an 
impatient public and 
overworked staff, the 
sketch (pictured) of the 
proposed grand new 
structure was placed in 
the Barry Dock News 
in October of that year. 
When it finally opened 
in March 1905, as well 
as the sorting office, 
public rooms, telegraph 
and telephone, there were 
separate rooms for post¬ 
men, male/female clerks 
and messengers, with a 
locker, cooking range 
and lavatory in each one. 

Provision was made 
for a lift from the base¬ 
ment to the top storey 
and at the rear was a 
large cycle shed and 
access for mail carts. 

Postmaster JE Price 
and all his staff, fully 
appreciated this new 
building during their first 
Christmas. 

In those early years, 
daily life meant having 
to cope with streets filled 
with different house¬ 
builders, gangs of men 
laying pipes for water 
and sewerage, horses and 
carts in and out on a daily 
basis and the weather. 

Rain did not mn away 
into drains, just turned 
into mud and flooding. 
Many new residents were 
too occupied with finding 
somewhere to live, work 
and feed their families to 
read of the wonders of 
technology, which would 
soon be available in their 
new surroundings. 

The ‘telegraph’ had 
been in existence for 
many years and was a 
major turning point in 


the history of commu¬ 
nication. Messages were 
transmitted in ‘Morse 
Code’ via electricity 
signals conveyed along 
wires between stations, 
either overland or 
submarine. 

Contact could now be 
made when fighting wars 
or conducting business 
and money could even 
be ‘wired’ over great 
distances. 

In 1851 a telegraph 
cable was laid under 
the English Channel to 
France, allowing contact 
with Paris. Then 15 years 
later after several failed 
attempts, the 

‘SS Great Eastern’, 
designed by Isambard 
Kingdom Brunei and the 
largest ship ever built 
successfully laid a cable 
across the Atlantic. 

Telegrams could be 
received locally in 1889, 
but could not be sent as 
there was no telegraph 
office in the district. 

In October, it was 
reported that an office 
would soon open in 
part of the ‘Board of 
Trade Offices’ near the 
station in Dock View 
Road. Postmistress Miss 
Dickson supervised 
a structural upgrade 
at Cadoxton Post and 
Telegraph Office in 
January 1892. 

Two years later, both 
Pyke Street and Holton 
were refused permission 
to be telegraph offices 
and Cadoxton were still 
unable to offer a tele¬ 
phone service. 

Meanwhile, 
Guglielmo Marconi had 
been conducting experi¬ 
ments of his own and in 
May 1897 sent the first 
‘morse code’ message 
across open water from 
Flat Holm to Lavemock 


Beach. Conveyed by 
radio waves and known 
as ‘wireless’, he would 
send the first radio signal 
across the Atlantic just 
four years later and one 
of his operators would 
later send the message 
which saved 700 pas¬ 
sengers on the sinking 
Titanic. 

Graham Alexander 
Bell and others had 
been experimenting in 
the USA with ‘audio’ 
messages, before finally 
being granted a patent 
for a telephone in 1876. 
Within two years, Bell 
had demonstrated his 
telephone to the British 
Government and also to 
Queen Victoria on the 
Isle of Wight. 

The first long distance 
calls were made along 
wires to London, Cowes 
and Southampton. 

Three years later, 
selected telegraph 
exchanges were being 
converted for telephones, 
with some dispute 
whether Swansea was 
the first or Newport and 
Cardiff. In 1886, Bristol 
installed a small wooden 
hut, where a 3 minute 
call would cost 2p. 

Later called kiosks, 
some were ‘penny-in- 
the-slot’ while others had 
an attendant collecting 
the money. 

Then in October 1890, 
the Barry Dock Branch 
PO announced telegraph 
and telephone access for 
businesses. Two years 
later, engineers Laurie 
& John advertised their 
own telephone: ‘Tel 2’ 
and butcher EJ Poole 
had ‘Tel 8’ at Holton. 
Surprisingly for one of 
the town’s most pro¬ 
gressive entrepreneurs, 
a press report told how 
the chairman of the Local 


Board John Meggitt, 
was unimpressed by 
the “large number of 
unsightly telegraph/ 
telephone poles along the 
streets”. 

The first submarine 
cable was laid by HMTS 
Monarch from England 
to France, allowing a 
telephone call from 
London to Paris in April 
1891. 

In July four years 
later, the Post Office 
telephone system opened 
to the public, allowing 
contact to many UK 
cities. People could 
ring Swansea for 6d, 
Liverpool, London and 
Plymouth for 2s, Leeds 
2s.6d, Newcastle 3s.6d, 
Edinburgh 4s.6d, Belfast 
6s and Dublin 7s.6d, with 
37 other cities similarly 
priced. 

On July 7, 1927, the 
first official transatlantic 
telephone conversation 
took place between WS 
Gifford, President of 
America’s AT&T and Sir 
Evelyn Murray, Head of 
British GPO. Over 3,000 
miles between New York 
and London, it signalled 
another major step for¬ 
ward in the spoken word. 

Transmitted by long¬ 
wave radio waves, 
signals were often weak 
and very expensive: ini¬ 
tially £15 for 3 minutes, 
reduced to £9 a year later. 

Engineers in the 1920s 
had been able to send sig¬ 
nals over cables for great 
distances, which gave 
much better telephone 
reception. 

However, there were 
major technical chal¬ 
lenges underwater and 
it would not be until 
1956 that better quality 
and cheaper calls could 
be made via cable to 
America. 
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Pencoed Phoenix battle hard at Pontyclun -

PENCOED Phoenixtravelledto Pontyclun 
Falcons for a National Premiership match 
which was a tremendous advertisement 
for senior ladies rugby, with both sides 
giving their absolute all from the first 
minute to the last, displaying admirable 
skills along the way. 

The opening half was evenly fought in terms of 
possession and territory, with Phoenix matching 
their far more seasoned premiership opponents. 

On the balance of play, they could regard them¬ 
selves a little unfortunate to be 19-5 adrift at the 
interval, the cutting edge of the home side in attack 
the only difference between the sides. 

Phoenix outside half Leanne Burnell scored the 
Phoenix try with what is fast becoming a trademark 
interception - racing clear from 35 metres out. 

With play to and fro during the third quarter it 
was the clinical finishing of the home side which 
saw them stretch their lead with three tries through 
Charlotte Mundy, their industrious flanker (No7 ) 
and dual code international Rafiuke Taylor, who 
grabbed her second try. 

Phoenix however, were competing for every scrap 
of possession and despite the somewhat distorted 
scoreline (the accurate boot of Megan Otten was 
partly responsible for this with her five conversions) 
Phoenix continued to take the game to the Falcons. 

Phoenix were finishing the match strongly and 
following sustained pressure in the home 22, Laura 
Keeble raced over wide out. 

In the final minute, Phoenix scored another 


deserved score through the efforts of their pack who 
pounded the Falcons’ line, skipper Katie Murphy 
held inches short before Amy Stevens drove over 
under a mass of bodies for the grounding. 

This Phoenix performance, considering the quality 
of the opposition, was undoubtedly their best since 
their introduction into the National Premiership 
and with a little more fine tuning, plus developing 
younger players within the Phoenix structure, who 
knows what lies ahead? 

Phoenix under-15s met Llantwit Fardre on the 
day and ran out comprehensive winners by 50-5, 
scoring eight tries in the process. Remarkably, Emily 
Lockyer sped away for six of those! Chloe Ghantt 
and Hannah Marshall got a try each with skipper 
Marshall adding five conversions.

Here is another story 
from my book Racing 
Rogues - The Scams, 
Scandals and Gambles of 
Horse Racing in Wales. 

‘All eyes were on 
Wales’ most famous 
point-to-pointer 
Mandryka when he 
chalked-up his 30th suc¬ 
cess at the Glamorgan 
Hunt Point-To-Point 
Steeplechases at St 
Hilary in 1976. But it 
was a nine-year-old bay 


gelding called Hesperous, 
owned and trained by Mr 
MG ‘Gwyn’ Williams, 
which caused some¬ 
thing of a sensation 
later in the evening 
when landing a massive 
gamble from 16-1 to 
2-1 in the maiden race. 

Ridden by leading 
rider John Beavis, who 
had earlier won the 
adjacent hunts race on 
his own April Delight,, 
Hesperous won in 
a canter and came 
home an unchallenged 
winner by 10 lengths 
from Little Wyke. 

‘However, it was 
soon discovered that 
Hesperous should not 
even have been in the 
line-up as he had bro¬ 
ken Jockey Club rules 
by being sharpened up 
in three hurdle races 
under Rules in the 
point-to-pointers’ close 
season: the latest run 
just a few weeks earlier 
in a handicap hurdle at 
Hereford where he had 


finished a respectable 
ninth of 18 starters. 

Mr Williams later 
attended a top-level 
Jockey Club inquiry 
and was fined £250. 
Hesperous was dis¬ 
qualified and the race 
awarded to the run¬ 
ner-up Little Wyke. ’ 
Curre and Llangibby

A new era and the most important 

element for Wales could be. 

... the fans. Report by Philip Irwin 


THE GEM’s pro¬ 
duction schedule 
meant that it wasn’t 
possible to do a 
report straight 
after the dubiously 
named ‘Bronze 
Final’. 

Just as well really, 
because Wales’ semi-fi¬ 
nal performance looks a 
whole lot better in the 
light of the final. In that 
semi, Wales held the 
new champions to 16-all 
with 10 minutes left. 

Wales had a drop 
goal chance, but the 
Springboks escaped 
and grabbed their 
chance when they 
were awarded a pen¬ 
alty. It said a lot about 
Warren Gatland’s men’s 
strength of character. 

In the most costly 
training incident since 
Glenn McGrath trod on 
that cricket ball, Wales 
had lost their most potent 
attacking threat, Liam 
Williams, before the 
game, and by the time 
they reached half time 
they had lost George 
North and Tomas Francis. 

In the final, England 
did lose Kyle Sinckler 
early on through con¬ 
cussion, but that was 
all. England fans have 
complained that Jerome 
Garces killed them by 
penalising them in the 
scrum, but the fact is that 
M. Garces refereed the 
Wales semi and, despite 
being under pressure, 
the Welsh scrum did not 
incur his displeasure. 

To go back to the 


bronze final, the excel¬ 
lent sportswriter Martin 
Samuel is adamant that 
it should be done away 
with, on the grounds 
that it sentences one 
team to “go home as 
a two-time loser”. 

I agree, and sending 
out a depleted Welsh 
squad against a group 
of battle-hardened, fresh 
All Blacks, all keen for 
one last hurrah before 
heading off to Europe to 
top up their retirement 
fund, smacked of cruelty. 

That Ben Smith 
can’t get into the All 
Blacks team these 
days does rather set 
the phrase ‘ strength 
in depth’ in context. 

The two coaches said 
the right things, but no 
one seriously thought 
they wanted to be there. 
There seems to be an edge 
between Steve Hansen 
and Warren Gatland, 
so the Kiwi coach did 
take some satisfaction, 
but it was an unworthy 
send off for Gatland. 

Which brings us to the 
new era, under Wayne 
Pivac. I’m not sure 
Gatland did his fellow 
Kiwi any favours, musing 
that it would be a great 
pity if Wales slipped 
back into the ‘doldrums’. 

Does that give fickle 
fans the green light 
to get discontented? 

I was surprised that 
some Welsh friends 
on social media took a 
pretty harsh view of that 
bronze final. Apparently, 
Wales’ passing was 
poor, the defence not 


up to scratch and the 
players were ‘slow’. 

Social media, it 
seems to me, encourages 
some people to be the 
first to find fault, so 
they can boast about 
it later if it turns out 
that they were right. 

If they’re wrong, of 
course, they go quiet. 

Now, I have just used 
a sample so small that 
it is statistically useless, 
but I suspect that that 
scenario was repeated 
elsewhere. If so, then 
why is it important? 

Well, in the good 
old days, after a disap¬ 
pointing Saturday per¬ 
formance, fans used to 
retire to the pub, have 
a good moan and let 
off steam. They might 
have been a bit grumpy 
on the Sunday, but by 
Monday it was back 
to the usual routine. 

Now, some fans spend 
the week working each 
other up into a lather, 
and the result is that 
they are still discon¬ 
tented when they turn 
up for the next game. 
A few mistakes in the 
first 10 minutes and the 
atmosphere turns sour. 

Then, surprise, 
surprise, the team 
under-performs and 
the same vicious 
cycle starts up again. 

To give just one exam¬ 
ple, consider what has 
happened to Manchester 
United since Sir Alex 
Ferguson retired. 

I grew up watching 
Bridgend RFC, and later 
on I moved to Cardiff. 


In those days, Bridgend 
were punching above 
their weight, while 
Cardiff were under per¬ 
forming, and the fans 
were part of the problem. 

The Brewey Field 
was constantly support¬ 
ive of the team. The 
only time I can recall 
a player being given a 
hard time was when a 
young centre ignored 
a clear overlap and 
failed to give the scor¬ 
ing pass to his winger. 

Now that was a 
hanging offence! 

At Cardiff, in contrast, 
the fans’ attitude was 
“we’ve got the best play¬ 
ers, what’s wrong with 
you all?” Mervyn John 
was the captain at the 
time, and although he was 
a good player, he took a 
lot of flak. The atmos¬ 
phere was so unpleasant 
that I simply stopped 
going to the Arms Park. 

You may have guessed 
that this was before 
social media. I hate to 
think what would have 
been said about that 
Cardiff team nowadays. 

So, my fear is that 
there are keyboard 
coaches out there dead 
keen to be the first to 
declare that Pivac doesn’t 
have what it takes. 

Whoever is Welsh 
coach, he will have to 
deal with the ever-pres¬ 
ent Welsh problem of 
‘strength in depth’. For 
this World Cup, we had 
quite a bit of depth in 
the pack. Props Samson 
Lee and Rob Evans were 
left behind, and lock 


Cory Hill didn’t feature. 
On top of that Gatland 
did not need to call on a 
strong back row, in Elis 
Jenkins, Taulupe Faletau 
(both injured) and Sam 
Warburton (retired). 

Scrum half was OK, 
with Gareth Davies and 
Tomos Williams (and 
Rhys Webb!!), but else¬ 
where in the backs it was 
shakier, with Jonathan 
Davies and Hadleigh 
Parkes so clearly our 
best centres that they 
both had to play strapped 
up like mummies in a 
Tutankhamun exhibition. 

On top of that, 
Hallpenny, Patchell and 
Biggar had too many 
concussions over the 
preceding 12 months 
to feel comfortable. 

So, thanks to the finan¬ 
cial imperatives of the 
‘bronze final’ Wales go 
home as the ‘two time 
losers’ - an incredibly 
tough way to finish what 
was without doubt a suc- 
cesful Rugby World Cup. 

Wales’ players 
deserve a good rest, and 
young players coming 
through the regions 
are going to need to be 
looked after. Rugby is 
a pretty attritional sport 
these days, and the 
reserves are as impor¬ 
tant as the first team. 

It’s a tough sport, 
and it would be good 
to think that the fans 
will learn the virtue 
of patience - but I’m 
not holding my breath!

BARRY Town’s unbeaten start 
to the JD Cymru Premier sea¬ 
son came to a shuddering halt on 
Saturday, as Gavin Chesterfield’s 
depleted side were beaten 4-1 by 
in-form Caernarfon Town. 

Barry’s first defeat in 12 league 
outings means the Jenner Park 
outfit now enter this Saturday’s 
top-of-the-table showdown with 
Connah’s Quay Nomads level-peg¬ 
ging with their visitors on 27 points. 

Across the campaign’s open¬ 
ing weeks, Barry survived the 
injury losses of Troy Greening, 
Robbie Patten and Callum Sainty, 
as well as the suspension of Jordan 
Cotterill, to remain a robust outfit. 

Saturday saw their ranks bolstered by 
the return of futsal international Chris 
Hugh, yet the Town now found them¬ 
selves without the influential Clayton 
Green, after the second-generation 
midfielder collected his fifth booking 
of the season in the prior weekend’s 
2-0 win over Airbus UK Broughton. 

With new injuries in the week rul¬ 
ing out the Cardiff City loan pairing 
of goalkeeper George Ratcliffe and 
midfielder Sion Spence, Barry’s trip 
to Caernarfon appeared a daunting 
one, especially when considering the 
hosts’ formidable record at The Oval. 

That said, Barry will be no less 
disappointed to have lost their 
unbeaten streak on Saturday, hav¬ 
ing recorded their strongest start to 
a Cymru Premier programme since 
the all-conquering 1997-98 edition. 

It took only eight minutes for 
Caernarfon to open the scoring, 
with cult favourite Darren Thomas 
cutting inside and delivering a low 
drive that returning goalkeeper 
Mike Lewis was unable to repel. 

However, there was soon controversy 
at the other end, when Evan Press’ long 
ball forward to Kayne McLaggon was 
caught by Caernarfon goalkeeper Alex 
Ramsay, outside of his penalty area. 

With McLaggon in disbelief, 
play was waved on, before a sec¬ 
ond appeal minutes later fell on deaf 
ears, as the Barry striker claimed 
to be tripped by midfielder Ryan 
Williams at the edge of the box. 

Denied an opportunity to equal¬ 
ise from the spot, McLaggon 
was instead given a yellow card. 

Nevertheless, Barry’s leading 
goalscorer soon had his chance from 
12 yards, deftly dispatching a sec¬ 
ond spotkick in as many matches, 
after Mo Touray was brought 
down by youngster Gruff John. 

On level terms at the interval, a 
point would have made a decent 
return for Barry and kept their 
noses ahead of Connah’s Quay 


Nomads, who themselves secured 
a 1-1 draw with champions The 
New Saints the previous night. 

Caernarfon though smelled blood 
and, in a single, 15-minute spell, 
the home side scored three times 
without reply at their bustling club¬ 
house end; putting an emphatic 
end to Barry’s unbeaten record. 

On 55 minutes, John connected 
with a rebound header to restore the 
Canaries’ advantage, capitalising to 
full effect, after Lewis had parried 
Nathan Craig’s left-footed comer clear. 

Less than five minutes later, 
Caernarfon were awarded the 
game’s second penalty; a chance 
that Craig coolly converted, sending 
Lewis the wrong way, after Hugh’s 
late challenge took out Thomas. 

When Sion Bradley smashed home 
the fourth on 68 minutes, by way 
of a wicked deflection, there was 
clearly no way back for Barry, in spite 
of the efforts of latter stage substi¬ 
tutes Jack Compton and Eli Phipps. 

Chesterfield’s bench itself bore 
an eclectic look, including a return 
for veteran goalkeeping coach Lee 
Kendall, whose last league appear¬ 
ance for Barry came in a 1-0 win 
over Afan Lido in December 2001. 

At the opposite end of the spec¬ 
trum, Saturday paved the way for 
18-year old Jack Pascoe to make a 
first senior appearance, the academy 
product making his first team bow 
as a 84th minute replacement.With 
Lewis saving from striker Jamie 
Breese late on, sparing Barry’s blushes 
of a fifth in the process, Pascoe’s 
arrival on the first team scene could 
be seen as the prevailing plus-point 
of a wretched November afternoon. 

Despite the defeat though, Barry’s 
league position remains a hugely 
healthy one and any win over Connah’s 
Quay on Jenner Park turf this weekend 
would see them top the table once more, 
by three points with a game in hand. 

With seven wins and six draws from 
their campaign to date, the Nomads are 
nowthe Cymru Premier’s onlyunbeaten 
side, though it took a late Michael 
Wilde equaliser to preserve their own 
record and frustrate TNS last Saturday. 

Andy Morrison’s men have only won 
once at Jenner Park in their past three vis¬ 
its; scraping a 1-0 win in October 2017. 

Last season, book-ending efforts 
from McLaggon and Touray helped 
Barry win their first meeting by 
two goals to nil at Jenner Park. 

With Gavin Chesterfield able 
to call on captain Cotterill for the 
first time since August, kick-off at 
Jenner Park this Saturday (November 
9) is at 2.30pm, while third-placed 
TNS entertain Carmarthen.
